I.  Summary 


Nonagri cultural  wage  and  salary  employment  in  the  Boston  SMSA  has 
expanded  over  the  year  with  a  September  1978  level  which  is  k.3   per- 
cent higher  thsui  that  of  September  1977.  The  bulk  of  the  increase 
occurred  within  the  nonmanufacturing  industries,  however  gains  were 
evident  within  the  manufacttiring  sector  as  well. 


The  size  of  the  labor  force  in  the  Boston  SMSA.  is  up  by  l.k  percent 
from  September  1977.  In  addition,  both  hourly  earnings  and  weekly 
hours  advanced  over  the  year. 


Unemployment  in  the  SMSA  has  abated  with  a  September  1978  unemploy- 
ment rate  down  l.U  percentage  points  from  January  1978.  This  de- 
crease is  reflected  in  unenployment  insurance  activities  where  both 
initial  claims  and  continued  claims  have  declined.  A  review  of 
the  characteristics  of  the  inspired  •unonployed  shows  that  the  largest 
nrmber  of  claimants  were  in  the  clerical  and  sales  occupations. 


The  Employment  Service  has  recorded  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
individuals  placed  in  jobs  for  the  fiscal  yesur  ending  September  1978, 
up  6,310  from  the  previous  fiscal  year.  Two  groups  that  experienced 
increases  in  placements  were  individuals  under  twenty  years  of  age, 
and  blacks.  The  Employment  Service  has  also  been  p8irticularly 
successful  in  placing  individusils  in  professional,  technical,  and 
managerial  positions  during  1978. 


II.  Employment  Trends 

A.  Employment  Developments  by  Industry 

Nonagri cultural  wage  and  salary  anployment  in  the  Boston  SMSA  has  grown 
significsmtly  in  1978,  with  a  September  1978  level  U.5  percent  higher 
than  the  January  1978  level.  This  represents  an  increase  of  59 » 100 
jobs  in  the  SMSA  over  that  time  period.  The  majiufacturing  division  has 
gained  11,600  jobs  since  January  1978  with  88  percent  of  this  occurring 
in  the  durable  goods  manufacturing  sector.  All  of  the  industries  in 
this  sector  improved,  with  the  exception  of  primary  metals  which  held 
steady  during  the  period.  The  most  significant  gains  were  in  the  in- 
struments industry  irtiich  is  up  by  U,000  positions  since  January  1978. 
The  other  large  employing  industries  in  this  sector,  machinery,  (except 
electrical),  electrical  machinery,  and  transportation  equipment,  also 
posted  healthy  advances  over  the  period  with  increases  of  1,800,  1,500 
and  2,200  respectively.  The  nondurable  goods  manufacturing  sector  also 
experienced  expansion  during  this  period,  up  by  l,UO0  positions.  The 
major  gainers  were  apparel  and  printing  both  up  by  kW   positions, 
accounting  for  57  percent  of  the  growth.  The  remainder  of  the  growth 
was  spread  throughout  the  rest  of  the  industries  with  the  exception 
of  food,  and  rubber  both  of  which  had  minor  losses. 

Eighty  percent  of  the  increase  in  nonagricultural  employment  since 
January  has  occurred  in  the  nonmanufacturing  sector.  This  represents 
a  gain  of  J+7,500  positions.  Contract  construction  is  up  by  10,600  jobs 
since  January,  but  more  significsmtly  has  grown  by  3.3  percent  from  year 
a^o  levels.  The  largest  gains  were  in  the  service,  miscellaneous  and 
mining  industry  which  grew  by  23,500  positions  accounting  for  ^9  percent 
of  the  increase  in  the  nonmanufacturing  sector. 

The  expansion  of  nonagricultural  employment  in  the  Boston  SMSA  followed 
statewide  trends,  where  employment  over  the  same  time  period  grew  by 
U.8  percent.  It  is  interesting  to  note  however  that  compared  to  the 
state,  the  manufacturing  sector  in  the  Boston  SMSA  experienced  a  larger 
rate  of  growth,  U. 2  percent  as  compared  to  3.1  percent  statewide.  This 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  all  of  the  durable  goods  producing  industries 
within  the  SMSA  evidenced  growth  rates  above  those  statewide  for  the 
period  January  through  September  1978.

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B.  Hotirs  and  Earnings 

Average  hourly  earnings  of  production  workers  in  the  Boston  SMSA  were 
$6.19  in  September  1978,  up  $0.11  since  August,  and  up  $0.^+  since 
September  1977.  Increases  in  average  hourly  earnings  occurred  in  both 
the  durable  and  nondurable  goods  sectors,  gaining  $0,38  and  $0.U3 
respectively  over  the  year.  The  largest  annual  increases  were  re- 
corded by  primary  metais  in  the  durable  goods  sector  and  by  chemicals 
in  the  nondurable  goods  sector.  Transportation  equipment  registered 
the  largest  average  hourly  rate,  althotigh  it  was  the  only  industry  to 
show  a  decline  since  last  year,  •vdiile  apparel  had  the  lowest  hoTirly 
rate. 

Over  the  year,  average  weekly  hours  went  from  UO.7  to  Ul.3  and  durable 
and  nondurable  goods  each  moved  forward.  The  industries  which  experienced 
the  largest  annual  increases  were  instruments, up  3.6  hours  in  the 
durable  sector  and  paper,  up  2.2  hours  in  nondurable.  Currently,  the 
two  industries  with  the  largest  weekly  hours  are  textiles  and  instruments 
both  with  U6.6.  Apparel  registered  the  lowest  with  37.6  hours. 

Average  weekly  earnings  reflecting  an  increase  in  both  average  hourly 
earnings  and  average  hours  worked,  has  risen  $21.62  since  September 
1977.  Instruments  had  the  largest  yearly  gain  of  $39 .60.  Transportation 
had  the  only  loss,  a  resiilt  of  decline  both  in  average  hourly  earnings, 
and  average  weekly  hours. 
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C.   Labor  Turnover 

During  the  month  of  September  1978  total  accessions  increased  and  totsLl 
separations  decreased  in  the  Boston  SMSA..  Total  accessions  to  manu- 
facturers payrolls  including  new  hires,  recalls  from  layoffs  and  trans- 
fers from  other  establishments  increased  over  the  month  by  0.6  percent- 
age points  to  U.l  percent.  Statewide^ accessions  increased  by  0.1  over 
the  same  time  period.  Total  separations,  which  measures  terminations 
of  employment  resulting  from  quits,  discharges,  layoffs,  transfers , to 
other  establishments,  and  military  leave  dipped  frcan  U.l  to  U.O  percent, 
•vdiile  statewide  it  decreased  by  0.3  percentage  points  to  U.5  percent. 
The  quit  rate,  which  is  sometimes  viewed  as  a  reflection  of  workers 
assessment  of  existing  employment  opportxmities,  went  down  by  0.2  per- 
centage points  to  2.5  percent. 

The  difference  between  total  accessions  and  total  separations,  \diich 
is  the  measure  of  net  flow  into  or  out  of  employment,  indicates  a 
positive  balance  of  0.1  percentage  points  for  the  Boston  SMSA  -  a  rise 
of  0.7  percentage  points  from  the  previous  month.

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III.  Labor  Force  Trends 

The  size  of  the  labor  force  has  expaxided  through  the  first  three 
quarters  of  1978  to  a  September  1978  level  of  1,359,700.  This  re- 
presents an  increase  of  1,900  individuals  over  January's  figure  and 
a  jump  of  18,500  or  l.k  percent  from  year  ago  levels.  The  labor 
force  hit  its  peak  in  JiiLy  1978  with  much  of  this  increase  due  to 
the  seasonal  factors  of  recent  school  graduates  ajid  summer  workers 
entering  the  labor  market.  Conversely,  the  labor  force  showed  a 
decline  in  September  when  students  dropped  out  of  the  labor  force 
to  reenter  school  and  when  seasonal  summer  jobs  ended.  Still, 
September's  figure  remains  l.k   percent  above  last  year.  Two  demo- 
graphic groups  weighed  heavily  in  this  gain  as  indicated  by  the 
increase  in  the  participation  rates  of  both  adult  women  and  youth.

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rv.  Unemployment  Trends  and  Characteristics 

The  unemployment  rate  for  the  Boston  SMSA  for  September  1978  stood  at 
5.5  percent,  l.k  percentage  points  lower  than  the  January  1978  rate. 
This  represents  a  drop  of  18,900  or  20  percent  in  the  number  of  unemployed 
individuals  during  that  time  period. 

This  decrease  in  the  niimber  of  unemployed  is  reflected  in  unemployment 
insurance  activities,  especially  for  continued  weeks  claimed  which  has 
diminished  by  12,9^  or  33  percent  since  Jamxary  1978.  Initial  claims 
which  respond  more  rapidly  to  seasonal  factors  and  economic  activity, 
SLre  also  down  since  Jamiary,  however  more  significantly  for  September 
1978  the  number  of  initial  claims  under  the  regular  program  was  17  per- 
cent lower  than  year  ago  levels. 

A  review  of  benefit  payments  by  industry  for  September  1978  reveals  that 
the  majority  of  payments  were  to  individuals  whose  last  industry  attach- 
ment was  within  the  nonmanufacturing  sector.  Wholesale  and  retail  trade 
accounted  for  the  largest  number  of  all  payments  with  30.8  percent, 
followed  by  services  with  21.2  percent.  In  the  manufacturing  sector 
the  largest  number  of  payments  occurred  in  the  nondurable  goods  industries, 
especially  food  and  apparel.  Within  the  durable  goods  industries,  elec- 
trical machinery  had  the  highest  number  of  payments  with  3*3  percent. 

Tables   through    contain  information  on  selected  characteristics  of 
the  insured  unemployed  for  the  Boston  SMSA  and  for  the  CETA  areas  located 
within  the  SMSA.  This  information  was  obtained  from  a  sample  survey  of 
the  active  file  of  claimants  filing  for  a  particular  week  of  unemployment 
compensation  benefits  under  state  and  federal  laws  and  programs.  The 
data  contained  in  these  tables  is  from  stirveys  conducted  during  the  period 
May- June  1978. 

Table   gives  totals  for  all  claims  in  the  Boston  SMSA.  Of  all  persons 
receiving  benefits  under  the  regular  program  17.7  percent  were  \mder  25 
years  of  age  and  37.9  percent  were  h3   or  older.  Females  represented  35.9 
percent  of  all  claimants  and  9-^  percent  were  nonwhite.  Occupationally, 
the  largest  number  of  claimants  were  in  the  clerical  and  sales  category 
(23.1  percent)  followed  by  professional,  technical  and  managerial  (19.5 
percent)  and  structural  work  (17.8  percent).  Last  industry  attachment 
of  the  insured  unemployed  shows  that  the  largest  number  were  previously 
employed  in  the  wholesale  and  retail  trade  industry  (21+.2  percent), 
with  manufacturing  having  the  second  largest  amoTint  (23.1  percent).  Per- 
sons unemployed  30  weeks  or  longer  represented  3.0  percent  of  all 
claimants.

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V.   Labor  Sxipply  and  Demand 

A.  Employment  Service  Placement  Rates;  Placememt  rates  measure  the 
percent  of  total  openings  in  axi  occupational  category  received  by  the 
Employment  Service  that  have  been  filled  by  the  Employment  Service. 
Observing  placement  rates  can  be  useful  in  determing  whether  demand  is 
being  met  through  the  Employment  Service  exchange  mechanism.  Table  22 
compares  placement  rates  by  occupational  category  for  September  1977 
and  September  1978.  Both  in  1977  and  1978  domestic  service  had  the 
highest  placement  rate  and  was  ranked  first  in  terms  of  openings  filled 
as  compared  to  openings  received.  However,  it  should  be  noted  that  this 
occupational  category  only  accoimted  for  about  2  percent  of  all  openings 
received,  and  approximately  3  percent  of  all  openings  filled.  The  pro- 
fessional, technical  and  managerial  occupations  which  had  placement  rates 
that  ranked  second  in  1977  and  third  in  1978, accounted  for  the  largest 
percent  of  all  openings  received  in  both  September  1977  and  September 
1978  with  30  percent  ajid  25  percent  respectively.  Thus  not  only  is 
this  occupational  category  one  in  which  the  Employment  Service  is 
fairly  successful  in  meeting  donand  it  is  also  one  in  which  the  demand 
for  Employment  Service  assistance  is  quite  high. 

The  clerical  occupations  ranked  second  in  terms  of  openings  received 
and  openings  filled  both  in  September  1977  and  1978.  However,  in  both 
these  years  it  had  fairly  low  placement  rates,  50  percent  in  September 
1977  and  51  percent  in  September  1978.  This  difference  in  ranking 
would  seem  to  indicate  that  this  particular  occupational  category  is 
one  in  which  demand  exceeds  supplyj  especially  for  job  openings  which 
require  stenography,  typing,  and  high  levels  of  proficiency. 
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B.   Workers  in  Surplus  Supply 

The  Employment  Services  Automated  Reporting  System  (ESARS) 
for  the  period  October  1,  1977  throxigh  September  31,  1978  reported 
163,300  registered  applicants,  a  decrease  of  7.8  percent  from 
September  1977.  This  decline  in  active  applicants  occurred 
in  nearly  an  demographic  categories  except  for  welfare,  minority, 
and  Spanish  groups.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  although  the  total 
number  of  applicants  decreased,  the  number  of  applicants  placed  increased 
by  21  percent  since  last  year. 

There  were  36,399  applicants  placed  in  jobs  as  of  September  31,  1978, 
Actually  there  was  little  chainge  in  the  composition  of  applicants 
nlaced  since  September  1977  ^'fith  two  exceptions.  Blacks  represented 
13  percent  of  all  applicants  placed,  up  from  last  year's  ten  percent 
and  Vietnajn  Vetersms  decreased  from  10.3  to  3.^  percent  of  all- applicants 
placed.  Applicants  under  twenty  years  of  age  remained  the  largest 
single  SLge  group  placed.  Sixty  percent  of  all  individuals  placed  were 
male,  euid  37  percent  of  all  applicants  placed  had  less  than  a  high 
school  education. 

As  of  October  1,  1978  the  amount  of  information  is  limited  concerning 
the  skills  axid  occupational  characteristics  of  the  work  force.  The 
Selected  Characteristics  of  the  Insured  Unemployed  and  selected  portions 
of  ESARS  tables  are  available  for  analysis.  Resuming  in  December  of  this 
year.  Table  96  of  ESARS  will  again  be  published.  It  will  be  available 
upon  request.

C.   Job  Bank  Activities 

There  were  8,203  job  openings  listed  with  the  Boston  Metropolitan  Job 
Bank  diiring  October  1978.  Occupationally  the  largest  number  of  openings 
appeared  in  the  clerical  and  sales  category  with  2,6U8  or  32  percent  of 
ftll  openings  listed.  Within  the  clerical  and  sales  category,  jobs 
requiring  stenographic,  typing,  filing  and  related  skills  accounted  for 
6l  percent  of  the  openings.  The  occupational  category  having  the  second 
largest  number  of  openings  was  structural  work  which  had  1,228  jobs  listed 
with  Job  Bank  during  October  1978.  This  was  followed  closely  by  services, 
and  professional,  technical  and  managerial  with  l,l65,  and  1,127  openings 
respectively. 

There  were  3j68i|  openings  that  had  been  iinfilled  30  days  or  more  and  here 
again  the  clerical  and  saJ.es  category  accounted  for  the  largest  share  with 
26.9  percent  of  the  total.  The  next  largest  mmber  of  jobs  unfilled  30 
days  or  more  were  in  the  service  occupations  with  I7.8  percent.

0)     PRQFESSICNAL,  TEX3INICAL,  AND  MANAGERIAL  OXUPATICNS 
1) 

This  category  incliades  occupations  concerned  with  the  theoretical  or  practical 
aspects  of  sudi  fields  of  human  endeavor  as  art,   science/  engineering,  education, 
medicine,  law,  business  relations,  and  administrative,  managerial,  and  technical 
work.  Most  of  these  occupations  require  sx±)stantial  educational  preparation 
(usually  at  the  university,  junior  college,  or  technical  institute  level) . 

2  CEERICSL  AND  SALES  OCCOPATICNS 

Ihis  category  incl\3des  occupations  concerned  with  preparing,  transcribing, 
transferring,  systematizing,  and  preserving  written  corrnunications  and  records; 
collecting  accounts;  distributing  information,  and  influencing  custoners  in  favor 
of  a  conmodity  or  service.  Includes  occupations  closely  identified  with  sales 
transactions  even  thou^  they  do  not  involve  actual  participation. 

3  SERVICE  OCCUPATICNS 

This  category  includes  occupations  cxjncemed  with  performing  tasks  in  and  around 
private  households;  serving  individuals  in  institutions  and  in  comercial  and 
other  establishments;  and  protecting  the  public  against  crime,  fire,  accidents, 
and  acts  of  war. 

4  FARMING,  FISHERY,  FORESTRY,  AND  RELATED  OCCOPATICNS 

This  category  inclxades  occupations  concerned  with  growing,  harvesting,  catching, 
and  gathering  land  and  aquatic  plant  and  animal  life  and  the  products  thereof; 
and  occi:5)ations  concerned  with  providing  services  in  sx^^jport  of  these  activities. 

5  PROCESSING  OCCUPATIONS 

This  category  includes  occupations  concerned  with  refining,  mixing,  corpounding, 
chemically  treating,  heat  treating,  or  similarly  working  materials  and  products. 
Knowledge  of  a  process  and  adherence  to  f onnulas  or  other  specifications  are 
required  in  sane  degree.  Vats,  stills,  ovens,  furnaces,  mixing  machines, 
cnjshers,  grinders,  and  related  equipient  or  machines  are  usxaally  involved. 

6  MACHINE  TRZVDE  OCCOPATICNS 

Tiils  category  inclvides  occipations  ccncemed  with  feeding,  tending,  operating, 
controlling,  and  setting  ;:5>  machines  to  cut,  bore,  mill,  abrade,  print,  and 
similarly  work  such  materials  as  metal,  paper,  wood  and  stone.  Throu^iout  this 
category  the  overall  relationship  of  the  worker  to  the  machine  is  of  prime 
inroortance.  At  the  more  cotplex  levels,  the  inportant  aspects  of  the  work 
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include  understanding  maciiine  functions,  reading  blueprints,  making  nathearatical 
cdtiputations ,  and  exercising  judgement  to  attain  confonnance  to  specifications, 
coordinations  of  the  eyes  and  hands  is  the  most  significant  factor  at  the  lower 
levels.  Disassembly,  repair,  reaissembly,  installations,  and  maintenance  of 
machines  and  mechanical  equipnent,  and  weaving,  knitting,  spinning,  and  similarly 
working  textiles  are  included  in  this  category. 

7  BENCH  WORK  OCCUPATICNS 

This  category  includes  occupations  concerned  with  the  use  of  body  members, 
handtools,  and  bench  machines  to  fit,  grind,  carve,  mold,  paint,  sew,  asssnble, 
inspect,  repair,  and  similarly  work  relatively  small  objects  and  materials,  stoch 
as  jewelry,  phonographs,  light  bulbs,  musiccLL  instruments,  tires,  footwear, 
pottery,  and  garments.  The  work  is  usually  performed  at  a  set  position  in  a 
mill,  plant,  or  shop,  at  a  bench,  worktable,  or  conveyor.  At  the  more  coiplex 
levels,  workers  firequently  read  blueprints,  follow  patterns,  use  a.  variety 
of  handtools,  and  assume  responsibility  for  meeting  standards.  Workers  at  the 
less  coiplex  levels  are  required  to  follcw  standardized  procedures. 

8  STRDCTUEAL  WORK  OCCUPATICNS 

This  category  includes  oca:5!ations  concerned  with  fabricating,  erecting, 
installing,  paving,  painting,  r^HJring,  and  similarly  woricing  structures  or 
structural  parts,  such  as  bridges,  building,  roads,  motor  vehicles,  cables, 
airplant  engines,  girders,  plates,  and  frames.  The  work  generally  occurs 
outside  a  factory  or  shop  environment,  except  for  factory  production  line 
occupations'.  Tools  used  are  hand  or  portable  power  tools,  and  such  materials 
as  wood,  metal,  concrete,  glass,  and  clay  are  involved-  Workers  are  frequently 
required  to  have  a  knowledge  of  the  materials  with  which  they  work,  e.g. , 
stresses,  strains,  durability,  and  resistance  to  weather. 

9  MISCEIIANECUS  OCCDPATIONS 

This  category  includes  occupations  concerned  with  transportation  services; 
packing  and  warehousing,  utilities;  amusement,  recreation,  and  motion  picture 
services;  mining  and  logging;  graphic  arts;  and  various  miscellaneous  activities. 
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
